W e plan our menu in advance 
so no two da>s in the same week a c 
the same kind of food served.

In bearing the expense of making 
topographic 
and 
hydrographic sur­ 
veys of our streams as a prelimin­ 
ary to the work of impounding water 
and of preventing 
overflows, 
the 
state would be making but a small 
contribution toward the success of a 
project which promses so much to 
Texas as this one does. 
Much more 
could be asked with justice, and in 
our opinion, much more must be 
given if the great work of conserva­ 
tion is to be undertaken on a scale 
commensurate with the opportunity 
that is ours. 
But that this little is 
as much as it is practicable to ask 
of this legislature, is indcated by 
the action of the house Saturday on 
the Rountree bll. 
This measure 
whieh appropriates $300,000 for each 
of two years for surveys was passed 
to engrossment, but by the meager 
majority of twenty-eight votes. The 
vote was 76 for and 48 against the 
measure. 
That vote does not fore­ 
tell defeat for the measure, although 
it denies one confident expectation 
of its passage; but it discloses a bulk 
opposition that must be disappoint­ 
ing to those of us who appreciate 
the possibilities of the project which 
that bill is intended to vitalize. 
No report of the 
debate 
which 
consumed three hours, is given in 
the press dispatches. 
One is left to 
conjecture what were 
the reasons 
which moved the 
house 
to 
vote 
against it. 
However, one is not like­ 
ly to go much astray in surmising 
that one of them was 
the 
belief 
that the state has no concern, either 
of duty or interest, in this matter, 
and that the other is not a work 
which can profitably be engaged in. 
Neither of those 
beliefs 
would 
withstand five minutes of frank and 
enlightened 
consideration. 
T h e

No survey limited in its 
reach to the length of a county will 
supply the data for any project of 
flood prevention or water storage 
if it is to be undertaken in anything 
like an adequate way.

Its 
Hereat lies in the fact that if flood 
prevention and water storage work 
should be done even to half the ex­ 
tent that it is reasonable to suppose 
that it would be done, the increase 
in property values would, in the form 
of taxes, bring buck to the state, 
within a very few years, more than 
the amount which the passage of the 
Rountree bill would 
require it to 
spend. 
As to the profitableness of 
water conservation, which term in­ 
cludes flood prevention and irriga- 
tino, one has only to consider the 
fact thut there is never a year when 
multiplied millions of dollars worth 
of crops are not destroyed either by 
drouths or floods, and often by both, 
to see in the prevention of those dis­ 
asters a result that would handsome 
ly repay the expense. 
There 
are 
hundreds of thousands of acres on 
the lower reaches of our streams 
that are ravaged b yfloods almost 
every year, and there is a much lar­ 
ger area that is almost as frequently 
ravaged 
by 
drouths. 
Destructive 
floods arc preventable almost abso­ 
lutely, and w'hile we can not hope to 
irrigate ull the land that has fre­ 
quent use of it, we can bring water 
to a large part of it, and by doing 
save, within a few years more 
wealth than the work would c>>st.

The census figures for 1910 stat­ 
ed that at that time Brazos county 
had 75,DTK poultry o f all kinds on its 
farms.
